In all oriental counties the posi­ 
tion of women is unenviable, l)ut in 
Corea she has little more importance 
than an animal or an article of fur­ 
niture. 
She is satisfied, too, with 
her subjug ation. 
Her severe train­ 
ing has 60 molded her for g enera­ 
tions tl’o' 
not only sulimits her- 
selt to her iiiuue (_4' liie, t)ut she even 
considers her sacrifice a privileg e. 
Marriag e is the chief end of her 
existence, as it is among many more 
civilized classes; in fact, it is the 
sole object of her creation. 
Virtue 
is a necessity ; her whole training is 
to insure her absolute chastity ^ to 
secure her a master. 
When a g irl is born she is not 
even dig nified by a name. 
Several 
names are written on slips of paper 
and placed in an urn before some 
favorite deity , and wlien it is neces­ 
sary her g odfather selects one with­ 
out seeing it and she is known by it 
until she reaches womanliood among 
the members of her own family ; 
strang ers desig nate her as tlic wii^, 
mother, sister or daug hter of such or 
such a man. 
This is not merely the 
result of custom. 
The laws are 
strict in this matter, and hold a 
woman of little more consequence 
than a domestic animal. 
In the hig her classes of society 
the g ilds are separated from the bo.ys 
of the family at the ag o of seven 
y ears. 
They occupy the apartments 
of women and are forbidden to com­ 
municate with any one on the out­ 
side. 
Following the moral precept 
of Confucius to the letter, it is re­ 
g arded sinful for persons of different 
sexes to live tog ether in the same 
household. 
These g irls learn to read, write, 
cipher, and to do dilYerent kinds of 
handiwork, at which they arc very 
skillful. 
They also study morality , 
poetry , and devote much time to the 
observance of the ceremonies which 
accompany even the common act.^ 
life. 
They seldom g o out or receive 
company . Later in life they arc not 
allowed to eat with any male mem­ 
ber of the family or appear at any 
receptions. 
All these precautions do not pre­ 
vent occasional clandestine love af­ 
fairs, but the most violent passion 
can only show^ itself by sig ns and 
g estures. 
A father has the rig ht to 
kill his daug hter if she allows any ­ 
one to touch her hand. 
From this 
it follows that all courtship is done 
by intermediates. 
The names of the 
parties are even withheld from each 
other. 
As soon as her eng ag ement 
has been made the y oung Corean g irl 
is more secluded than ever; only her 
parents and sisters may approach 
her. 
When the marriag e day arrives 
the father, whose claim to lier is 
slig ht, as ho is only her g uardian, or 
trainer, rather, say s to her: 
‘A s 
soon as y ou cross the threshold of 
y our father’s house a new life will 
commence for y ou. 
You must obey 
3'our husband and his parents in all 
thing s.” 
There is no question of 
dowry . 
A Corean would think it a 
disg race to g ain any thing from a 
w’oman. 
Still, if a g irl is undesir­ 
able, 
her husband 
is sometimes 
boug ht for her. 
The bride-elect is dressed entirely 
in white silk;her outer robe is richly 
embroidered also in white. 
In the 
afternoon of her weilding day the 
pair are introduced to each other for 
tlM3 first time, and the families with 
their g uests sit down to a banquet. 
The rooms are lavishly decorated, 
and the repast is delicate but plenti­ 
ful. 
Intoxicating liquors are very 
rare, but frag rant teas take tlieir 
place. 
The g uests dip their fine 
porcelain cups in a bowl of water 
after drinking their tea, then ex­ 
chang e with their neig ldiors. 
To­ 
ward midnig ht the intermediates 
solemnly conduct the ha]q)}’ couple 
to the nuptial chamber. 
On the first day after the marriag e 
the y oung Corean dons black clothes 
as a sy mbol of his chang e of life, and 
if ho is noble ho pardons all crimi­ 
nals on his estate. 
On the second 
day he g oes with his wife to the 
temple to invoke his blessing s to the 
g ods; on the third he takes his wife 
for a farewell visit to her father’s 
house. 
After that she neither g oes 
out, 
receives company , nor even 
looks out of the window without her 
husband’s permission. 
If her husband dies, she devotes 
herself entirely to his parents, and 
if she has a son she obey s him as 
she does her father-in-law, her hus­ 
band, her father or her brother. 
She may be divorced if she becomes 
an invalid. 
This barbarous condiiioii oilers 
little encourag ement to Euro|)can 
civilization. 
These ¡n'opie liave all 
the conceit of their neig hbors, the 
Chiiu'se, and have the most profound 
contenqit for Europeans, wliom they 
consider slaves of their wives; the 
depth of deg radation in their esti­ 
mation. —Chicag o Post.
